12, To conclude, Underſtanding, Reaſon and Light in the Soul is from the 


'Spirit of Chriſt, the word of Gog, Chriſt himſelf; of whom we are born a- 


gain, and who worketh Faith in us. From him, and from his Spirit the hear- 
ing of Faith proceeds. For Underſtanding, as was ſaid before, proceeds from 
them, and hearing in the Scriptures ſignifyeth Underitanding; as in that place 
where Chriſt ſaith, he that hath Ears to hear let him hear, &c. And Faith 1s one 
of the Gitts and Effefts of the Spirit, x Cor. 12. 9. No Faith , without Con- 
verſion, and no Converſion without Underſtanding. Matth, 13. 15. By Hear- 
ing we Believe, Turn or Convert, and what we underſtand not we neither do 
nor believe. Jntelligere ipſum credere ef, by your leave, Mr. Keith, and Madam 
Rome. No implicite Faith avails. When God openeth our Hearts or glves Us 
Underſtanding, we believe as Lydia, AF. 16. 14. and confeſs with our Mouth, 
Rom, 10. 9. and come and ſhew our Deeds; as Zachews, Luk. 19. $, 9. and thoſe 
which burned their Learned Books, did. AF. 19. 18, 19. and Faith is dead 
without Decds, 7am. 2. 26. .So that to have Faith we muſt Underſtand in jthe 
frſt place, and ſo have Underſtanding ; and the light of Chriſt's Spirit, or 
Chriſt himſelf within us. All which, if we can obtain from the outward word 
Preached, Mr. Keith is in the right, but then Chriſt died in vain; for he di- 
ed to get us the effeft of the Promiſe, which -is the Holy Spirit, Zuk, 24. 49- 
Ai.'z. 4,5, from which Underſtanding comes." ©

' 13. Therefore ſince we muſt have Chriſt as a Spirit within us to Under- 
ſtand and Believe; we muit know him not only withont vs in that Body 
that died upon the Croſs, to fulfil all Righteonſneſs, and reconcile us to God, 
Rom. 5. io. that thereby having acceſs Y. 2. Hebr, 4. 16. we might obtain his 
good Gift, to wit, the doly Spirit. Matth, 7. 11. Luk, x1. 13. but within us 
in Spirit, ſince he cannot enter in and dwell there in Fleſh and Blood; tho' 
he ſhould work the Miracle of the Tranſubſtantiation ; and Mr. Keith ſhould 
plead for an ontward Chriſt, or a Chriſt without us, as hard again as he 
doth in his Rcaſons about the 26th page.

LZik, 17, 271, 
Eſpecially ſeeing that he is glorified again with the Gloty which he had be- 
fore his Incarnation. Joh. 17. 5. and fits in that Majeſty which belongs to 
God alone, Hcbr. 1. 3. Rev. 3. 21. and into which Fleth and Blood cannot 
pretend to enter. 1 Cor. 15. 50. Chriſt being to die but once. Rom. 6. 9.

17. that is, be not concerned with me whilſt in Fleſh and Blood ; becauſe 7 
am not as yet afcended and Glorityed, and cannot yet give you Gifts, Eph. 4. 
$. viz, the Gifcs of the Spirt, (of which ſee, 1 Cor, 12.) or come to you in 
Snitit; .the Holy Ghoſt b<ing not given till afcer the time of his Af- - 
cenſion on High, Joh. 7. 39. he being not till after ready to anſwer the end_ 
of his coming in the Fleſh, to wit; to bring upon them the Promiſe of the 
Father, or the Gift of the Spirit; the ſhedding of which Spirit was the ful- 
filling of that fame Promiſe as hath been ſaid, Luk.

Fleſh and Blood, hath put off Humanity, that is the Human Nature; for then 
he were no more Chriſt, that is to ſay, God and Man ; a Concrete of 'hoth 
Natures, or the Human nature Anointed with the Divin?2. But. he remains 
Chriſt, or God and Man, to Eternity. For God's works are Eternal ; He be- 
ing the moſt Wiſe God, whoſe Purpoſe and Power ſtands : Nothing -but the 
Devils works ( the corruption and defe&s introduced in the World ) being to | 
be deſtroyed. And we ' muſt know Chriſt, . as Chriſt, or .as God and Man 
that is, as a thing diſtin from God, or as a Perſon diſtin from the Tri- 
nity it ſelf; to obtain Eternal Life : or elſe he had never ſaid, thar zt-- iz Life 
Eternal to know the only true God, and. eſus Chriſt whom he ſends, John 3, 17. 
Diſtinguiſhing Chriſt from God ; as a Perſon ſubliſting beſides and. apart from - 
| | God :

God. But this, I ſay, that Chriſt hath put off his.Fleſh and Blood, as being Ae- 


cidental, and not at all Eſſential to Man or Humanity : For the firſt Father 
Adam was not Created with it, but fell in it by his Luſt; ( which by ;AttraQion 


. drew in the Elements that took hold of him, and Tranſmuted him ; made of 


Iſchz (a ſhining Man, ſuch as he was ) an -Adam; that is, a Man over-caſt 
with dark clouds, from Ad, a miſt ) and ſo got this Monſtrous Shape. And 
if it were Eſſential to Man, or Human Nature, God would never deſtroy 
Ks as he will certatnly do, x Cor.-6 13. to deliver the Faithful from the 


"Boay of this Death, and its reſtraint and bondage, wto the gloriou liberty of Gods 


- Children. Rom, 7. 24. $8.21. 2397:Man ſhall put it off himſelf, to riſe with a 


Spiritual, 1 Cor. 15. 44. and Angelical Body, Luke 20. 36. that ſhall Shine 
forth as the Sun; Marth. 13. 43. as it did before the Fall, when Adam was as yet 
Ich; or ſhining, from Eſch, fire. So that Chriſt as King of Men; poſſeſling 
Eminently, ail the Perfeftions to which Human Nature can pretend, hath .put 
off that which makes Iſch 44am; a dark beaſtly man, contemptible and miſe- 
rable. '1/a. 53. 3. Rom. 7. 24. And his Statz and Condition ought. not to be 
ſuppoſed, ſince his Glorification, worſe than that of Man himſelf. 

.4:5.:But to clear another Riddle; that is, how the Anointed, or the Chriſt, 
or Melltah is the ſame Puatenus God, with the Anointing Spirit, I muſt do a bold 
thing, : which Reverend Mr. Keich will doubtleſs Bleſs himſelf at ; that is, Con- 
tradift his: Church, and At-anaſins his Creed: ſhew that Athanaſius and hig 
Chorch are miſtaken ; one tn rendring by Perſon, the Greek word Hypoſtafss ; 
and ovo tw by Subſtance; and the other in Saying, ror confounding the Perſons, nor 
ividing the Subſtance, For the Subſtance of the Three in the Godhead is the 
ſame,. and is to be confounded ; and their Eſſence or Nature, or their voix di- 
vers, ſo ought to be divided: And .the word Hypoſtaſss, which they render by 


Perſon, doth ſignifie a Subſtance, and can bear no other -Senſe; a Subſtance 


being that which Sbſtat accidentibus: which is the very meaning and ſignifica- 


tion of the word Hipoſtaſis, ab vio & i SMU, SubFfo © SnbStituor ;, the Flypoſtaſis be- 


ing the Sabjeftum, or the Ground of the Three in the Godhead. And ouoigx is 
Eſſence, as being the Participle of the Verb Efſe in Greek. | 

16. Then to make Perſons in God is abſurd and impious; there being nv 
ſuch thing as Perſons in the Godhead: for a Perſon is a thing that Subliſteth 
of it ſelf, without any dependance even of that very thing it is a Relative 
to; as a Son can well Subſifſt altho' his Father be dead. But here 1n the 


Trinity, the Father doth not Subſiſt without the Son and Spirit; nay and is 


'not before them : Beginning but with the Son, being but a Relative Proper- 


ty to God the Son; there being in the Godhead, that is in the Unity and the 
ſtill Eternity, no ſuch thing as Father, and Son, and Holy Ghoſt known: all 


Three being, as part of the Generation of God, Included within the Bounds 


of this Denomination ; to wit, of the Naſciture or Generation of God ; the 
Father being not known more than the Son or Spirit, without Nature, or be- 
fore the Generation of God, or his Manifeſtation : tho' at him this Na- 
ſciture or Generation Begins. Natura, quaſi dicas Naſcitura, La naiſſance, the 


Nativity of God, Reſpeflu Creature, or God bringing forth hifnſelf to a 


« 


-Generation, or a Maniteſtation ; to Communicate himſelf, or his good, with- 


out himſelf to ſom: things beſides himſelf. So that Nature, is only God 


- himſelf Manifeſted; and his Motion to Nature, is his Generation. And as he 


moyed himſelf as by three Steps or Degrees in this his Generation, he mage 
| ie 
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'feſteth himſelf under three Appearances, Forms Natures or Eſſences, of Fires 


Light and Spirit, or Father Son and Spirit ; which tho' the Trinity be from 
Eternity in God, or Coeternal to GoJ, that -is to the Unity, the Generati- 
on of God being from Eternity, are not known, as I ſaid, before God 
moved himfelf to Nature ..withont himſelf; but were hid in God him- 
ſelf, and bronght to paſs in himſelf before his ontward Nature, or 
his manifeſtation; the Godhead in Unity, as it is without Nature, 
being but a dark Abyſs. And theſe three appearances or diſtin forms 
and degrees of Gods manifeſtation, are called Father, and Son, and Spirit : Fa- 
ther, becauſe the Godhead or Unity is the ground, the ſtock, the Womb that 
brings forth out of its deep the Light, its firſt Born or Son, and only be- 
pm Son ; called Son by the Hebrews, on the very ſame account as their 

anguage calls a Spark, the Son of the burning Coal: Son, becauſe he doth 
come forth like a Spark ont of the Coal, by breaking and ſhining forth out 
of the dark lamp or deep, 2 Coy, 4. 6. And thirdly, they are called by 
the name of the Spirit, becauſe the ſame Unity doth not only ſhew it ſelf, 
or make it ſelf manifeſt in the Light, or by the Sonz but makes it ſelf 


' to be felt, and communicates its good in the form of a Spirit, or Beams flowing 


from the Light ; nothing in Nature being ſo fit to diffuſe convey and communicate 
the good as the Light and its efflux; the Influences whereof are the Holy Ghoſt in 
God ; andin the World, the Spirit which makes what we call the Air, by vapou- 
riſing Water, or turning it to vapour. 

17. Q:ere, What is a Spirit ? "doer. It is a Subſtance as imperceptible as God 
himſelf to natural Men, whoſe knowledge goeth no higher than ſenſe and intelligece 
x Co7. 2.14. The thing that is, and exiſts, Exo4. 3. r4. ( for itis the ſame as God, 
who is but a pure Spirit. Joh. 4. 24.) the ſubſtance of ſubſtances that a&tu- 
ates all ſubſtance, and gives it form and Eſſence. In God alone, and the 
Soul (to wit, regenerated ) it is ſimple, immaterial, but in this World, 
where it was at firſt mixt with the Water, its concrete and material, and 
hath the three dimenſions that all other concretes have, and is that which 
raiſeth up the Water into vapours. Out of it and of Water comes all ma- 
terial Subſtance or Matter ; for out of both, this material World waz made, 
Gen, 1. 2. 2 Pet. 3, 5. All things, faith Zucretizs, are come from their ſpiri- 
tual and their inviſible State, to a viſibility and a palpability. By its joyning to 
Water, which it inſpiſlates to Oyl, then -concoCts- into a Galt, Earth and 
Body comes to be : Corporification and Terrification, being one and the ſame thing. 
And by its ſeparation and freedom from its vehicle, whilſt it is clearing it 
ſelf of the Vapour that holds it; ( for it leaves it not wholly; not 2 ſpark 
of pure Spirit being ſuffered in the World, for then it would inflame it ) 
fire and the deſtruion of things compated by it, ( for ejws ope totum cum tote 
compatium eſt) are ſtill made and come to paſs. From the Spirit all encreaſe, 
and decreaſe or corruption of material things, proceed. From the Spirit as Spi- 
rit, their Multiplication ; Multiplication being but a flux or extenſion of the 
firſt central Spirit infuſed into the deep, and a propagation made a rraduce 
of the ſame: and from ir as a fire, Quateurws become fire, their decreaſe and 
corruption, that is, the ſeparation. of that” which was compatted. In fine, 
the ſtock of all things, of God and of the Creature, heing Spirit, and all 
things coming from a ſpiritual inviſible and unknown ftate into materiality, + 


' Ken, perceptibility, all things agree in ſubſtance; and as God is a _ 


_ -_— - 
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ed Spirit is: the - fubſtance and ſtock of .the Deity, the three in the Deity . 
which. we call the Trinity, agree into this one thing, and are but one in Te? 
fance, not ſa in Form or Eſſence. er 
18. And the Truth is, the Scripture ſpeaking.of Perſons no where, there is 
no reaſon wherefore we ſhould ſet up, this. Notion, and: make. of. Hypoſtaſis, 
(which is the ſtock and ſubitance) the things dependent. of it, viz. the form 
or the Perſons; tho' I am not ignorant that the Schools . make of the. form 
what I make of. ſubſtance, to wit, The moſt Eſſential and Principal . part 
of things. But Chriſtians who learn of Chriſt, being anointed Ly . him with 
that which teacheth all things, Joh..14., 26. 1 Joh. 2. 27. or <lſe._they, were 
not Chriſtians; for a Chriſtian ſignifyeth one that. is anointed ; ought not ta 
take upon tick from the Schools . and the Heathen, their Theoſophick Notions ; 
nor ſuch as.is or may be. the occaſion- of Errours; but from Nature and Scri- 
pture, and the Etymology . of. words if they have. .any ; as..here, of Hypoſta- 
fis ab 0m. & i'5uui; which -is. by no Greek. Authar made nſe of to. ſignify an 
mmdividual Perſon. And the Scriptures ſpeak: only of: Three, or a Trinity, 
which bear Record in the Warld, or make known the Deity; which three 
things agree in one, and are Oneand the ſame Thing. 1x 7h. 5. 7. in the ſtock. 
or the Pibſtance, but divers in the Eſſence. The Nature _ or the Eſſence of 


the Light being divers from that of the dark fire, which: is- the Father of it; 
. and from that-of the Spirit, or beams that flow out of both; as is that of 


the Spirit different from that of both the Light and Fire likewtſe. . 


9. And that it is o, to wit, that theſe three appearances bcing divers in 
Eſſence, are the ſame in the ſubſtance, or one and the ſame Spirit. 


and: ſo, that the. Holy , Ghoſt and Chriſt, as. the Light cf God', and 
the ſecond Appearance of the Three in the Godhead, are but One and the 
fame Thing, St. Jak ſaith, there be three things in Earth bear. Recard of it, 
the Spirit, Water and Blood z,.. which Jaſt, is but a concrete-'of Water and of! 
Spirit, digeſted and concodted in the Animal Bodies: and I ſay, that all things 
in the whole. World witneſs it; the World jt ſelf, Man and Beaſt, Minerals, 
and: Vegetables. All things being,more or leſs, Secundum moduym ſnum, after 
the Image of God.; God being every where. ſemper fibi ſimilis ; and manifeſt- 
ing: himſelf in all things, ſuch as he is, in Trinity like himſelf. 

20. Firſt, in the whole World it. ſelf, where God is' made. manifeſt 
by. Fire Light and Spirit, We .ſee firſt an influence from the Sun and. 
from the Stars, into. ſublenary things, and a refluence from them back as-, 


gain into the-Sun and the Stars, to ſupply them and fecd their Fire and Flame, 


Any Man that. hath but ſenſe, .and warms himſelf in the Sun, and will hold: 
his band over a burning ſtick or Candle may feel this. Flux and Reflux. This: 


influence .in- the Sun, in the Air, and in the Flame of the ſtick, is a Spirit,, 
moving. always from-the Sun into the Air and all things, and from them to- . 
any Flame; and chiefly towards the Sun which is the great Sea of Flames, 
and as, having need of - more ſupply attraQs moſt of it. There, in. the Orbe of: - 
the Sun, or in. the ſpace. of the Flame where it meets and concentreth, - it. 
forms. the Fire and Light; and flowing out of that ſpace into the Air, (whence. - 
it-came) in the form of, Beams, and Smoak, ( which makes the. ſpots. of the. 


Sun) it returns to a. Spixit ; and.by this Circulation makes the Gold Chain of 


emer, that tycth the Earth to Heaven, ard keeps the Earth from falling to. 
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or in the Sin; as out of the 
Sun -aud Flame; whilſt it 
flows towards the flame, -as 
whilſt it is in the flame, and 
when It comes out of it: on- 
ly varying it ſelf into -the 
ſeveral forms of fire, light 
hd ſpiritz and putting on 
divers ſhapes. But theſe 
things being too- high, or 
however too crabbed for 
common Capacities, and for 
thoſe + YVertnoſs - Prov.

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"plexevat Poets ſay-Now, this ſpirit is the ſame in the Air of in the Deep; inthe Flame 


* We may learn from the Scriptures, if we cannot ſee 
Nature, that there was a dark Abyſs, and inthe Center 
of it the Spirit of God working, and moving it ſelf 
upwards towards the Cireumference, Gen. 1. 2. and not 
upon the Surface, as the Modern tranſlate it. For God 
produced the World and all things out of Himſelf, and 
therefore w the Center of all things; from which all 
things. flow to thy Circumference. Now, when this Spi- 
rit-had thus moved is ſelf. for a while, or the fpace of 
the firſt Night ( which we Juppoſe of 12 Hours, for the 
World was created about the firſt Equinoxc ) and had 
met and gathered in ſufficient quantity to ſupply the ſpace 
of it,about thebounds and Limits which God hath ſet to this 
World, ſtopping there, it concentred;, and by this Concette 
tration, which was the Word. fiat Lux; ( for God'sWord ut 
Hs Power, Aft andWill, as I ſaid it broke out into 4 
Light, or ſhined out of Darkneſs, 2 Cor.

All that is manifeſt 1s Light, and not all that which 
makes manifeſt, as they do miſconſtrue it ) the *0nly 
diffuſive Thing, and fit to ccmmunicate, or to manifeſt 
the Good.

tical mixture of the two great Contraries, v0 wit: Fire 
and Water, that by the Concer.tration of one, and Diſ- 
ſipation of the other, form the Light. Amicitia con- 
trariorum & diſlimilium commixtio Lumen conſti- 
taunt, iljuſtratum ab aftu Dei; That by his Word, 
which concentred in a point, the Spirit that aſcended. 
That the-. Light #s produced by Conceritration appears, 
hes x E2 WL. 
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from ſriall Eyes which ſee better than full and piomi- 
nent ones : And from the burning Glaſſes that make it 
by concentring again the diffuſed Beams, ana refi.thing 
them upon ſome Combuſtible Matter, whoſe Moiſture us 
not ſo much bound up as 1s that in Metals; and ſo 
= more expoſed 10 the Aftion of thoſe Beams, than 


that in the burning Glaſs. And by the ju$# Proportion 
of Fire and of Water, appears, from that no Fire can burn 
or produce a Flame, when no fir, which 1 full of 
moiſt Vapours, can come to it ;, or wkere the Moiſture 
abounds, arid the Spirit is not able to diſſipate the Va- 
pour, and to dry up the Moiſinie. This ſame Spirit, I 
ſay, having obtained its end, ( the Light, and the Laber- 
ty from the Bounds of the Vapour which it had elevated) 
and continuing its Courſe or Motion ont of the fpace, where 
the Flame or the Light ſhines turns again to aSpirit.flows out 
in the Form of Beams, which any Boay may jcel; and: 
by expanding again in ampliorem Aulam then the 
ſpace the Flame was in, becomes again inviſible : but, as 
conveying with it the Impreſſion of the Light, of a more. 
beneficent and vivifying Nature than at firſt when it re- 
flowed, and moved towards the Sun... 4nd thoſe Beams 
are but the ſame in Subſt ance as the Light is; or as it 
Was in the light, and when it moved to it :. being the 
ſame in Subſtance, not in Form and Conſiſtence, in the 
Light as ont of it ; the Subſtance being not new, nor 
changed from what it was centrally, or in it ſelf, but 
pitting on divers Shapes, or the three Faces of three 
ſeveral Phanomenons ; or appearing in the Form of Fire, 
Light and Spirit ; all three different from that of the 
Sparvt 3n the deep, conſider d as r0t moving, or as yet in 
the Center of the Deep ;, or as in God in the ſtill Eter- 
nity, before he moved himſelf : and diflintt from each 
other : The Light, as I have ſaid, being of a gentle, 
meck,,, comforting, and refreſhing, andvivifying Nature ; 
whereas that of the Spirit (whilſt it moves towards the 
hight, and is deprived of it ) ts to be a dark, Fire, con- 
wming and cauſing Wo; cold and ſharp, auſtere and 
fierce, like that of a corroding bitter Froſt. in a dark 
Night ; of Lapis infernalis, the Gangrene, Aqua for- 
tis, and of Ignis Gehennez, that gnaws, corrodes, 
Fings and fhutes, likg.the Worm that never dies, and: a 


ſore Boil, not. yet ripe, and makgs one die Raving mad. 


The Fire of Hell is cold and burning without ſhining ; 
As appears from that Chriſt ſaith, ut .cauſeth gnaſhing of 
Tk, and is in outer Darkneſs.
